WOULD INCREASE 
GOVERNOR'S POWER 


Bills Would Give Governor 

and Attorney General Ad- 
ditional Power to Enforce 
Laws. 


GOVERNOR MAY REMOVE 


SHERIFF OF ANY COUNTY | 


Attorney General May Ap- 
pear Before Grand Juries. 
Representative Fullbright 
Introduces Bill in House. 


Looking to enlarging the powers of 
the governor of the state in order that 
he may have authority to bring about 
a proper observance of the laws of the 
state in any county in the state, a bill, 
which has been introduced in the sen- 
ate by Senator Ogden Persons, the au- 
thor, was introduced in the house 
Thursday morning. 

This bill would give the governor 
authority to remove any sheriff for 
failure to perform his duty with re- 
spect to the enforcement of any law. 
The bill further provides that the ac- 
tion of the governor in such cases is 
absolute and cannot be reviewed by 
any trrbunal. - 

If ;passed,- it would insure. the 
enforcement of the new prohibition law, 
as well as all other laws, and by the 
governor’s action under it would fore- 
stall the possibility of any such condi- 
tion as that which, in Girard, Ala., for 
instance, has made it nécessary to call 
out the militia for the enforcement of 


the’ prohibition law. 


Enlarges Powers of Governor, 

The bill enlarging the powers of the 
governor, and more explicitly defining 
the powers which he possesses under 
the constitution, provides that the gov- 
ernor shail have the power and it shall 
be “his duty as chiet executive of the 
state, charged with the faithful execu- 
tion of the laws of the state, and as 
conservator of the peace of the state 
under the provisions of the constitu- 
tion of the state, to @xamine into the 
condition and administration of the of- 
fice of sheriff in the several counties of 
the state, and to remove from office 
any sheriff for neglect of duty, or for 
corrupt conduct, or any misfeasance, or 
malfeasance, or malpractice in office, 
and to appoint a successor thereto for 
the remainder of ‘the unexpired term 
of such removed sheriff; and he shall 
report all such removals to the on 
assembly...’ . 

The bill requires the governor to 
serve notice upon an accused sheriff 
five days before removing him, requir- 
ing the sheriff to appear before him 
to make answer to charges. 

The governor’s order is issued abso- 
lutely at the discretion of the governor, 
and, in addition to removing the sheriff 
Shall also vacate the appointment of 
any deputy or assistant who may have 
been appointed by the removed sheriff. 

May Appoint Successor. 

The governor is authorized to appoint 
a successor to the removed sheriff, who 
shall take oath, give bond and be en- 
@owed with all the powers of sheriff as 
provided by law. 

Sweeping changes in the authority of 
the attorney general are set forth in 
the first section of a second bill by Sen- 
ator Persons and subsequent sections 
provide the machine for him to use 
these new powers. 

It is provided that “the attor- 
ney general shall have authority either 
in person or by assistant to appear be- 
fore any grand jury in this state and to 
present any matter or charge to them 
for investigation, and to prepare and 
present to the grand jury indictments 
for the violations of any laws of this 
state, and to issue subpoenas for wit- 
nesses to appear in the same manner 
and to the same extent as solicitors 
general and solicitors of the city courts 
as now or may hereafter be authorized 
to do by law.” 

Under the. present law the attorney 
general is authorized to appear in crim- 
inal actions only in the supreme court 
or in the court of appeals except when 
required by the governor to appear in 
any other court. 

Under the provisions of this bill the 
attorney general would be authorized 
at his discretion to initiate criminal 
proceedings in any county in the 
state, and in addition to this power 
conferred in the first section, the sec- 
ond section authorizes the attorney 
general to superintend and direct any 
criminal case in any courts of the state 
and it is stipulated that the solicitors 
general and the solicitors of the city 
courts shall assist hiui and act in con- 
nection with the attorney general or 
with the assistant as the case may be. 
It is further the duty of the attorney 
general to assist the solicitors. 

In addition to the foregoing powers. 
the attorney general is authorized to 
call the solicitor of any circuit to ap- 
pear and prosecute criminal causes itn 
a circuit other than his own. 

May Employ Counsellors. 

The atorney generaleis further au- 
thorized to employ attorneys or coun- 
sellors to assist him in any such pros- 
ecutions, which attorneys shal! take 
the same oath as the attorney. general 
and shall be commissioned by the gov- 
ernor, being paid upon the governor's 
warrant.

PAVING CONCERNS 
SEER INJUNCTION 


Road Material Companies 
File Petition Claiming Vio- 
lation of Charter by Geor- 
gia Railway and Power Co. 


A petition was filed in superior court 
Thursday by Attorney General Clifford 
Walker, on behalf of the state of Geor- 
gia, with nine local firm representatives 
as relators, seeking to restrain the 
Georgia Railway and Power company 
from construction work which it is 
doing on West Peachtree street, and 
also asking that a permanent injunc- 
tion be granted prohibiting the Rail- 
way and Power company from hauling 
building material over its lines for the 
purpose of sale to individuals. A hear- 
ing of the petition has been set for 
July 8; no restraining order has yet 
been granted. 

In the petition the nine relators are: 
F. T. Mason, Pine Mountain Granite 
company; A. C. Hastings, Jr., ~Ladd 
Lime and Cement company; S. C. Doby, 
Capitol Stone company and the Atlanta 
Crushed Stone company; G. H. Morrow, 
Morrow Transfer company; D. W. John- 
son, Atlanta Sand and Supply company; 
James G. Smiley, Smiley Sand compa- 
ny; J. K. Davidson, an out-of-town 
granite company; R. E. Suggs, Stone 
Mountain Granite company, and Fred 
C. Mason, Stone Mountain Granite com. 
pany. 

Claim Violation of Charter. 

They charge that the Georgia Rail- 
way and Power compan, has beer and 
is carrying on a contracting business, 
selling stone from its quarries on Bell- 
wood avenue and sand from its pits at 
the river, to private individuals. 

It is also set out in the petition that 
the Georgia Railway and Power com- 
pany, is using its laborers for con- 
struction work and at the present time 
is building a concrete foundation on 
West Peachtree street. 

All this, the petition states, is in vio- 
lation of the charter of the Georgia 
Railway and Power company and a 
violation of fairness to individual firms 
in the city of Atlanta. 

According.to one of the relators, the 
Georgia Railway and Power company 
has been carrying on this contracting 
business in much the same manner as 
the same business is conducted by any 
contracting or building material con- 
cern, thereby materially restricting 
granite, sand, cement and building ma- 
terial dealers. 

It is the business of the Georgia 
Railway and Power company to trans- 
port only passengers on its passenger 
lines, according to the relator, and not 
to make of its railway system a means 
of disposing of sand, granite and other 
materials. 

The business of the respective re- 
lators is said to have been injured 
through the Georgia Railway and Pow- 
er company’s alleged misuse of its 
charter. 

When called regarding the petition 
last night, W. T. Waters, Jr., publicity 
agent of the Georgia Railway and 
Power company, stated that the offi- 
cials of the railway company had heard 
nothing of the petition and had not 
been served with a restraining order 
in the matter. 

Disclaim Any Violation. 

“We wish to state, though,’ said Mr. 
Waters, “even though we do not know 
the purport or text of the petition, that 
the Georgia Railway and Power com- 
pany has not been doing anything 
which is not inside the ‘provisions of 
its charter. |

“ORY” LAW POINT 


Courts to Decide Whether 
Act Permits Individual to 
Get Whisky, Wine and 
Beer in Same Shipment. 


The opinion of the legal represent- 
atives of the Central of Georgta rail- 
road to the effect that the new prohibi- 
tion law permits an individual to re- 
ceive in the same shipment the maxi- 
mum amount of beer, wine and whisky 
will now receive its test 
the result of the hearing held in police 
court yesterday. 

At that time Recorder Johnson, after 
hearing the evidence against the Cen- 
tral of Georgia, Dorris Dean, Nathan 
Kahn and J. R. Thompson, chief clerk 
of the railroad, sent the cases against 
the Central and Thompson to the high- 
er courts, requiring bond of $500 in 
each case. 

The case against Dorris Dean was 
dismissed last Monday. She secured 
the shipment of liquors, but it was 
shown that she was under the impres- 
sion that she had a right to do so. The 
case against Kahn was dismissed 
Thursday, there being no proof of 
wrong-doing on his part. It was al- 
leged that he was going to pay for 
the liquor when it was received. He 
showed that the money with which it 
was to be paid belonged to the girl, 
and that he was keeping it in his safe 
for her. It was also stated that no 
payment had ever been made. 

The case will center considerable in- 
terest owing to the principle involved. 
The makers of the law hold that the 
act allows any individual in Georgia 
to secure each month one gallon of 
wine, or two quarts of whisky, or 
forty-eight pints of beer. They de- 
clare that the individual is entitled to 
any one of the three he or she elects, 
but only to one of the three. The Cen- 
tral attorneys assert that the wording 
of the law allows the individual the 
maximum in all three classifications 
éach thirty days.

Declares That Principles of 
the United States Must Be 
Vindicated in Dealing 
With Other Nations. 


Philadelphia, June 29.—President 
Wilson, describing himeelf as “in a 
fighting mood,” enunciated today to a 
large crowd in Independence square his 
conception of some of the cardinal 
American ideals. He declared that 
America in dealing with other nations 
must ‘“‘vindicate at whatever cost” its 
principles of liberty, justice and hu- 
manity; that ‘America first” must be 
translated into action exalting above 


in court as 


, all selfish interests, and that the na- 
|¢tion’s policy and development must be 


guided by the whole people and not by 
any small group. 

Applause repeatedly interrupted the 
address. The crowd liked particular- 
ly the president’s declaration that 
American principles must be _ vindi- 
cated in dealing with other nasions, 
which apparently was interpreted as 
referring to the Mexican situation. At 
no time, however, did Mr. Wilson men- 
tion Mexico or any other foreign na- 
tion directly. 

“I believe,” the president said, “that 
America, the country we put first in 
our thoughts, should be ready in every 
point of policy and of action to vindi- 
cate at whatever cost the principles of 
liberty, of justice and of humanity to 
which we have been devoted from the 
first. 

“I believe that at whateyer cost 
America should be just to other people 
and treat other people as she demands

that they should treat her. She has 
a right to demand thag they treat her 
with justice and respect, and she has a 
right to insist that they treat her in 
that fashion, but she cannot with dig- 
nity or with self-respect insist upon 
that unless she is willing to act in 
that same fashion toward them. 

“That I am ready to fight for at any 
cost to myself.” 

In urging that the whole people 
should shape the mational policies, the 
president said that some men pretend- 
ed to believe in the average man, but 
when they acted they showed they 
did nok. .

First of Georgia Militia to 
Reach Rio Grande—Artil- 
lery Company in Camp.

Macon, Ga: June = 29.—(Special.)— 
Major J. O. Seamans, of Atlanta, com- 
mander of the second squadron cav- 
alry, was advising his staff this after- 
noon that the command would likely 
be traveling toward the Mexican fron- 
tier between now and the middle of 
next week, that all which kept them 
in the concentration camp instead of 
trains en route to the field was lack 
of equipment. 

The cavalry is making preparations 
for Six-hour readiness. Drills and for- 
mations are being practiced that will 
enable the outfit to entrain within that 
length of time after the call to the 
border. 

It is expected that tHe cavalry and 
field hospital will entrain at the same 
moment. The latter, now ready for 
summons, hag been anticipating orders 
every day. Both units are the pride 
of the camp, and the cavalry in medi- 
cal examinations, proved ninety-seven 
per cent efficient, a record indeed, a 
record that has commanded camp-wide 
attention. 

To Provide Mounts. 

“We have been semi-officially noti- 
fied that mounts are either awaiting 
us at the border, or will be sent us 
there,’”’ said Major Seamans tonight. 

“All the cavalry requires is cloth- 
ing, shoes andJjtentage. We have been 
equipped with full ordnance supplies,” 
he said. 

“We are being subjected to ordnance 
investigation, and this will be finished 
by tomorrow. Then the cavalry will 
mark time until equipment comes, the 
only thing that stands between us 
and the border.” 

The cavalry consists of five troops, 
A Savannah, B Hinesville. F Gaines- 
ville, Augusta K, Atlanta L. The lat- 
ter troop is under the command of 
Captain Oscar L. Rudisill, the most pic- 
turesque body on the camp ground is 
Troop F, of Gainesville, under the com- 
mand of Captain Cecil Neal, it is com- 
posed entirely of mountaineers from 
Hall county, all tall, gauht men, most 
of them middle aged, and all robustly 
campworthy. They have taken to camp 
life with a typical love of outdoors and, 
although assigned to the most sfrenu- 
ous camp labors, have achieved tasks 
that excited the marvel of brigade. 

Of the seventy-five men possessed 
by Troop L, of Atlanta, only three were 
disqualified by the medical examiners. 
None, however, will be discharged from 
service in the present emergency. No 
other unit in-the brigade has yet been 
able to eclipse this record. 

Battery B, the Atlanta artillery di- 
vision, with 115 men under the com- 
mand of Captain McBride, reached camp 
at noon. It is bivouaced tonight in 
the camp annex, near the cavalry and 
hospital corps. The trip was made 
without incident. The artillery battalion 
will be completed today with -the ar- 
rival of the Chatham guards from Sa- 
vannah, the last troops to be brought 
to camp.

TROOPERS’ APPEARANCE 
PROVOKES LAUGHTER. 


Once the crowd showed good humor. 
That was when the troopers descended 
from the train. Stripped of their uni- 
forms after the battle of Carrizal and 
with restoration only partly made, the 
negro soldiers were arrayed in motley 
garb and their appearance provoked 
laughter. | 

When the fomalities of the transfer 
had been ended and the Americans 
marched cff the international bridge to 
El Paso, they were greeted by cheers 
from the thousands on the American 
side of the Rio Grande. The authori- 
ties made every effort to discourage a 
demonstration on the part of onlook- 
ers, many of whom had waited from 
Bunrise until 3 o’clock in 
noon. 

An incident of the day was the ar- 
rival here of Captain

He arrived an hour before the 
ers were released. Tonight e ar- 
ranged to visit the soldiers at Fort 
Bliss. Fifteen of them, members of 
troop K, were under his command. 

Scheduled to arrive in Juarez early 
this morning, the speciai train ordered 
by General Trevino at Chihuahua City 
to carry the twenty-four prisoners to 
the border, in response to President 
Wilson's peremptory 
reach Juarez until noon. Departure 
was made in the night, the prisoners 
being taken to the train secretly so as 
to avoid arousing the people. It was 
almost 9 o’clock when the train pulled 
‘out. It consisted of an engine, tank 
car, day coach and a caboose. 


WEARY SOLDIERS 
JEERED BY CROWD. 


The prisoners were slow in leaving 
the cars. After the Carranza soldiers 
had formed an avenue along the outer 
edge of the platform, General Gonzales 
entered the coach. He returned short- 
ly with the officer of the guard and 
joined Consul Garcia and Mayor 
Prieto, of Juarez, on the platform. As 
the negro soldiers appeared derisive 
whistling rose from the crowd. The 
faces of most of the troopers looked 


drawn, and they presented an odd ap- 
pearance. Their uniforms had been 
taken from them at Villa Ahumada. 
'They wore a motley collection of hats, 
‘bought from prisoners in the Chihua- 
hua prison, towels or colored bandanas. 
| Shirts were missing in many instances. 
|Two of the men wore blankets in lieu 
'of trousers. One had a towel around 
his waist Sandals and shoes not of 
army pattern were on their feet. One 
of them managed to smile and say: 
“We are sure glad to get back.” 
interpreter Spillsbury, the only white 
man, had on a white yachting cap and 
white trousers many. sizes too large. 
From the station the prisoners were 
marched down fhe main street to the 
disinfecting plant, where they were 
fumigated. Then they were taken 
around a corner to the comandancia, or 
headquarters, where the negroes were 
put in a large room under guard and 
fed. Spillsbury was taken into an- 
other room, where he gave his story to 
an Associated Press representative. The 
negroes refused to talk, saying they 
must first report to their superior of- 


ficers. 

Spillsbury was asked who, in his 
‘opinion, was responsible for the Car- 
rizal fight. 

“IT am hardly prepared to answer that 
|question,” he said. “kf Captain Boyd 
had orders to go through Carrizal to 
Villa Ahumada, he demonstrated that 
he was a very brave man and that he 
'would make every effort to carry out 
his orders. If he did not have orders 
to go through to Villa Ahumada, he 
behaved very foolishly.” 


SPILLSBURY STICKS 
TO HIS STATEMENT. 


Three hours later, when Spillsbury 
had crossed to the American side of the 
international bridge, he was asked: 

‘Do you know the contents of the 
statement. General Trevino issued re- 
garding your claim that the Carrizal 
fight resulted from Captain Boyd's 
action ?’’ 

‘I do,” he answered. 

“Do you still stick to that state- 
ment?’ — 

“T certainly do.” 

“Were vou coerced into making it?’ 

‘“T was not.” 

“You will not change your story 
now that you are safe on American 
soil?” 

“Nilo, I certainly will not. But I re- 
fuse to answer any more questions.” 

Spillsbury said that immediately on 
his arrival in Chihuahua City the com- 
mander of the Mexican army corps of 
the north sent for him and asked him 
to outline the Carrizal encounter as he 


saw it, Which he did. He said he was 
unable to say who fired the first shot 
and added that the American command 
engaged there numbered 76 men, ten 
of the original 86 comprising the de- 
tachment having been sent back from 
Santa Maria. 

“We had been on a scouting expedi- 
tion for several days when Captain 
Charles TT. Boyd, commanding the 
troops, told me that we were bound 
for Villa Ahumada to investigate re- 
ports that bandits were in that vicin- 
ity and to locate a deserter,” he said. 
“We arrived outside Carrizal a week 
ago last Wednesday, and Captain Boyd 
sent a messenger into General Felix 
Gomez, commanding the Carranza 
troops there, asking permission to pass 
through the town toward Ahumada on 
a peaceful mission. 


AMERICAN TROOPS 
ALMOST SURROUNDED. 


“General Gomez replied by s:. 
Lieutenant Colonel Rivas out to 
fer with Captain Boyd. A parley, at 
which I was interpreter, was held in 
the center of the field. The Mexican 
officer told Captain Boyd that his -or- 
ders were that Americans could not 
advance south, east or west. Captain 
Boyd then asked for a personal interf- 
view with General Gomez. This was 
granted. 

“General Gomez reiterated the in- 
formation given by his subordinate and 
returned to his lines. A few minutes 
later, almost simultaneously, both com- 
mands formed in lines of skirmish. 
Then a detachment of Carranza troops 
ran around our left flank, apparently 
to surround us. We found ourselves 
in the center of a line of Mexican, 
stretching in a horseshoe-like curve 
about us. Then the firing began, 

“TI don't know who began it, but 
from the center of the horseshoe a 
Mexican machine gun poured a hail of 
bullets at us, while from the point of 
the curve on our left flank another 
was firing at us.”

“*Don't fire until you are fired upon, 
boys,’ I heard Captain Boyd shout as 
he gave the order to advance over my 
earnest protest,’ the scout added. 

Spillsbury said he was surrounded 
by a band of Mexicans, who forced 
him to surrender and threatened to 
shoot him immediately. “They said I 
had fired the shots that killed their 
leader, and they called me the ‘tejano,’ 
and seemed to believe that I was a 
Texas Mexican, and consequently, in 
their opinion, a traitor to Mexico. Until, 
with the other prisoners’, my arms 
were bound and I was put in a stock 
car bound for Chihuahua City, I be- 
lieved that I was to be executed. The 
soldiers also believed they were to be 
but I assured them they were 
not, and as we got farther into the 
interior our confidence began to come 
back. But again at Chihuahua City I 
was told that the governor of the state 
execution, and not 
until I had talked with General Tre- 
vino was I relieved of the impression.” 


TROOPERS STONED 
BY CIVILIANS. 


Spillsbury and the prisoners assert- 
ed that they had received nothing but 
the most courteous treatment at the 
hands of the Mexican soldiery, pointing 
out that every effort was made to con- 
trol the inflamed civil population of 
several towns who offered them bodily 


harm. They were stoned, they said, at 
Villa Ahumada, when they were put 
on the train. 

They were confined in individual 
cells in the Chihuahua penitentiary, 
Spillsbury said, but throughout the 
days thev were allowed the liberty of 
a small patio, where they gathered 
and talked over their chances for 
freedom. 

At 3 o’clock in the afternoon Andres 
Garcia, Mexican consul at El Paso, tele- 
Sraphed General Bell, who was wait- 
ing in El Paso, that the Mexican offi- 
cials were ready to transfer their 
charges. General Bell and his aides 
preceded to the international] bridge at 
about the same time that the captives 
were marched out of the comandancia. 

As the Americans and their guards, 
headed by General Gonzales, Consul 
Garcia and Manuel Prieto, mayor of 
Juarez, stepped on the Mexican end of 
the bridge, General Bell and his staff 
advanced toward them from the Amer- 
ican side. 

“Good afternoon, general,” said Gen- 
eral Gonzales. 

“Good afternoon, gentlemen,” 
American commander replied. 

“Now, if you will be so good as to 
have the men whom I understand you 
have for me advance one at a time 
to gaoaas check them off,”’ said General 

ell. 

When the last name had been check- 
ed General Bell signed a receipt for the 
troopers and they were taken to the 
United States immigration building, 
where they were bathed in vinegar, 
given clean new suits of blue over- 
alls, loaded in motor ambulances and 
taken through a line of cheering citi- 
zens, through the center of the city to 
Fort Bliss. The authorities, fearing to 
antagonize Juarez and other Mexicans 
in the city, sought to put an end to the 
applause.

CZAR’S TROOPS TAKE 
MANY PRISONERS. 


Petrograd, June 29.—(Via London.)— 
— troops fighting in Volhynia and 

alicia yesterday took prisoner 221 of- 
ficers and 10,285 men, says the official 
Statement issued today by the Russian 
war department. 

The statement says the Russians in- 
flicted a great defeat on the Teutonic 
troops between the Dniester and Pruth 
rivers, capturing three lines of trenches. 

The statement says: 

“Yesterday General Letchitzky after 
artillery preparation inflicted upon the 
enemy despite his desperate resistance 
a@ great defeat in the region between 
the Rivers Dniester and Pruth, and took 
possession of three lines of trenches. 

“On the remainder of the front in 
Bukowina and Galicia there have been 
artillery duels at many points. 

“In Volhynia, in the region of Line- 
wka, on the Stokhod, the stubborn bat- 
tle continues. 

“On the Dvina front enemy artillery 
has bombarded the region of Sako- 
vitche, Seltze and the Bogouschinsk 
wood northwest of Krevo. The enemy 
then proceeded to attack, but we re- 
pulsed him by our machine gun and 
infantry.

Berlin, June 29.—(Via London.)—The 
fighting on the western front attained 
proportions of considerable violence at 
Various points yesterday and last 
night, the war office announced today, 
but attacks of the British and French 
were repulsed everywhere. 

“In the western war theater,” the 
statement says, “the same conditions 
prevail along the British front and the 
north wing of the French front as 
have existed during the last few days. 
Attacks by enemy patrols and strong 
infantry detachments, as well as gas 
attacks, have become more numerous. 

“Everywhere the enemy was repuls- 
ed. Waves of gas have given no re- 
sults. Artillery fighting attained great 
intensity at certain points. 

“On our front north of the Aisne 
and in the Champagne between Aube- 
rive and the Argonne the French kept 
up a lively fire. Here, also, weak at- 
tacks were easily repulsed. 

“Northwest of the Thiaumont works 
(Verdun front) there were minor in- 
fantry engagements. 

“Eastern front: Russian attacks 
made by some companies between Du- 
batowka and Smorgen failed under our 
curtain of fire. 

‘Near Guessitschi, southeast of 
Ljubtsche, a German division (detach- 
ment) stormed an enemy point of sup- 
port east of the Niemen, taking two 
officers and 56 men prisoners and cap- 
turing two machine guns and two 
mine throwers.

CASEMENT IS PROUD 


UF PART HE PLAYED 


Irishman, Sentenced t 
Death for High Treason, 
Moves Audience to Tears. 
by Remarkable Speech. 


London, June 29.—Viscount Read- 
ing. lord chief justice of England, 
with the black cloth, by tradition 
called a cap, spread over his head, 
and his two assistants in scarlet 
gowns likewise black capped, pro- 
nounced the sentence of death for high 
treason on the Irishman, Sir Roger 
Casement, shortly before 5 o'clock 
this afternoon, half an hour after the 
foreman of the jury, in a shaking 
voice, gave the verdict of guilty. 

Sir Roger addressed the court, read- 
ing his final statement with the ex- 
Planation that he wished it might 
reach a much larger audience than the 
one (before him, and particularly the 
people of America, from whom had 
come many messages of sympathy [to 
him, and whose own struggle for lib- 
erty, he said, always had been an in- 
spiration to Irishmen. 

Sir Roger’s auditors, among whom 
were Viscount Bryce and many other 
prominent men and women, listened in 
deepest silence, some moved to tears. 


Not Tried by Pecrs. 

The prisoner declared he did not re- 
gard trial by Englishmen in an £ng- 
lish court as a trial by his peers, to 
which he was entitled. He reviewed 
recent events in Ireland, particularly 
on the formation of the Ulster volun- 
teers, and said: 

“We have seen the constitutional 
army refuse to obey the constitutional 
government and we were told the first 
duty of Irishmen was to enter that 
army. If small nations were to be the 
first consideration, 1 see no reason why 
Ireland should shed any blood for any 
people but her own. If that be treason, 
I am not ashamed to avow it here. If 
the unionists chose the road they 
thought would lead to the good side, 
I knew my road led to the dark side. 
Both of us proved right. So I am 
prouder to stand here, in a traitor’s 
dock, than to fill the place of my ac- 
cusers. 

“Self-government is our right. It 
is no more a thing to be withheld from 
us or doled out to us than the right 
to life or light, to sunshine or spring 
flowers.” 

Throwing aside his manuscript, Sir 
Roger said: 

“My lords, I have done. Gentlemen 
of the jury, I wish to thank you for 
your verdict. I meant no. reflection 
upon you when I said this was not a 
trial by my peers.” 

With a sweeping gesture of his arm, 
and with more feeling than he had 
shown before, Sir Roger continued: 


Chief Justice Pale. 


“How would all men here feel’’—his 
voice broke—“‘how would you feel if 
an Englishman had landed in England 
and had been taken to Ireland, if that 
man had been placed before a jury in 
a community inflamed against him, be- 
lieving him to be a criminal.” 

Then the prisoner shook hands with 
a friend who was sitting below the 
dock while the usher placed the black 
cloths over the heads of the judges. 
The voice of the chief justice was firm, 
but his face was pale as he spoke the 
few words ‘in pronouncing the sen- 
tence. He began: “Roger David Case- 
you have been found guilty by 
a jury of your peers:of high treason, 
the highest crime known to the law,’ 
and concluded by sentencing him “to 
be hanged by the neck until you are 
dead.’ 

The prisoner, leaning on the iron rail- 
ing of the dock with his tall frame, 
black beard and deep, flashing eyes, 
was easily the most distinguished fig- 
ure in the court except Viscount Read- 
ing. As the judge pronounced the sen- 
tence Casement smiled. Then a warder 
touched his arm and he withdrew be- 
ong the green curtain from what may 

is last appearance before the pub- 
lic which, during the trial, had regard- 
ed him without animosity, if not with 
some degree of sympathy.

The receipt of today’s equip- 
ment was the inspiration for a clam- 
orous greeting that went up from the 
troopers assembled on the railroad 
platforms beside which the big express 
car was sidetracked. 

Fifth to Be Inspected. 

A change was made in the program 
of the medical examiners this after- 
noon in order to expedite their task. 
The Fifth regiment, instead of the First 
will undergo medical inspection this 
morning. It is calculated that the 
Fifth, inasmuch as its recruits were 
subjected to a severe examination at 
time of enlistment, will be the most 
expeditious’ unit to go through the 
hands of the government physicians. 
Special orders to this effect were is- 
sued this afternoon by Colonel Hall. 

The Fifth will be put through ord- 
nance inspection no later than Satur- 
day, after which it will have been 
thoroughly mustered into the govern- 
ment service. To date the Fifth has 
made better progress in camp matters 
than any organization on the field. No 
sickness has been reported, and the 
men evince an enthusiasm that is un- 
rivalled. 


Individual Inspection. 


The task of individual inspection be- 
gan .today under the direction of Ma- 
jor Henry Rage, U. S. A., and Captain 
W. E. Welsh, U. S. A.

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RELEASE OF THE CAPTIVES. 
Carranza’s release of the captive soldiers 

of the Tenth United States cavalry is prob- 
ably all that prevented declaration of war 
against Mexico on Thursday, or at least 
activities on the part of the American army 
which would have amounted to such declar- 


ation. 


With the two countries not yet involved 
in war and™diplomatic negotiations still 
pending, there was no possible excuse for 
the detefition of these men except a desire 
on the part of the Mexican government for 
a fight with the United States, That Car- 
ranza was anxious to bring it about has 
been apparent in his every attitude and ut- 
terance. 

To whatever motive or influence his 
prompt order of release of the twenty- 
three American troopers may be ascribed, 
it ig still doubtful if he will come suffi- 
ciently to his senses to avoid the appar- 
ently inevitable conflict. There is just a 
possibility that General Carranza has nur- 
tured the belief all along that. this country 
didn’t want to fight and wouldn’t fight; and 
that he has now learned from friendly 
sources in Washington that we mean busi- 
ness. Possible fear of the loss of the moral 
support of the Latin-American nations of 
South America may have had something to 
do with his changed attitude; also, the in- 
sistence of wealthy and influential Mexi- 
cans in this country upon a revision of his 
policies, may have been a strong factor. 

But whatever it was that prompted him 
to order the release of the American prison. 
ers, that act alone does not remove the 
danger of war, and will not unless he with- 
draws his orders relative to attack upon 
the American punitive expedition, which 
went into Mexico with his consent to punish 
Villa and his murderous bandit gangs. 

There are just two things which Car- 
ranza must do now if he would avoid further 
danger cfa conflict which, if it comes, must 
prove disastrous to his regime. One of 
these is the arrest and punishment of the 
bandit leader, Villa, whether it be by his 
own troops or those of the United States; 
and the other is his assent to the stopping 
of the border raids by whatever measures 
are necessary, whether it be accomplished 
by the Mexican forces or those of this 
country. ; : 

If Carranza wants-to get rid of the 
American forces in Mexico, the quickest 
way for him to do it is to capture and 


punish Villa, and then give sufficient guar- 


antee to this government against future 
bandit invasion. The request is most rea- 
sonable, and nothing short of this will sat- 


isfy the people of the United States. 


If Carranza will now do what the United 
States or any other civilized nation would 
long since have done, he can easily avoid 
war. Otherwise, it ts inevitable.

General Mills lived in Atlanta for sev- 
eral years while commanding the depart- 
ment of the gulf, and it was then that he 
became so well and favorably known to the 
people of this part of the country. He was 
transferred from Atlanta, first to the War 
college at Washington, and later became 
chief of the militia division of the army— 
his present post. 

The duties of General Mills are to keep 


ee i in close touch with the national guard in all 
_ the states. to bring about its co-ordination 
- . with the general army system of the United 3 


States, and to see to it that the national 
guard is ready for prompt response when 

- The wonderful record just made by the 
national guard of practically all the states 
in responding to President Wilson’s call on 
account of the Mexican crisis is a splendid 
tribute to this able and careful army officer. 
There was not a hitch at any point in any 
detail under the direction of this wonderful 


organizer. 


But so far as prompt mobilization is con- 
certted, the remarkable response of the na 
tional guard, many of whose commands are 
either now at the Mexican border or on 
their way there, is indicative of a marvelous 
efficiency attributable largely to the chief 
of the militia divison of the army. 

General Millis as, head of the militia di- 
vision has met the demand made upon him 
with the same promptitude and thorough- 
ness which characterized his service for a 
number of years in the capacity of superin- 
tendent of the National Military Academy 
at West Point... It was during his incum- 
beney that the acatemy was practically re- 
organized, made over and rebuilt, bringing 
it up to the splendid efficiency basis upon 
which ‘it stands today. 

Georgia feels peculiarly fortunate in hav- 
ing this sort of man at the head of the 
militia, and other states the country over 
will heartily join in this sentiment. 


THEY’LL SHOW UP! 


In the light of the impending conflict 
with Mexico and the call for volunteer en- 
listment in the militia of the states, a 
doubtful and somewhat critical correspond- 
ent writes: 


I am seeking information as to the 
present whereabouts of numerous high- 
Strung patriots with whom I have come 
in contact here and there over the coun- 
try. I refer to those who were loudest in 
their denunciation of the president’s 
pacific attitude with reference to Mex- 
ica—who wanted to leap right into the 
whirlpool. With some of them I have a 
personal acquaintance, and I[ do not find 
their names on the enlistment rolls. 
Neither have they rushed into print since 
the real trouble came on. And many of 
them are not past the age of military 
service. in common with the rest of the 
country, I. should like to hear from them 
now. Where are they? 


It is the eharitable belief that they’ll all 
show up in time—but it may take time for 
them to get their bearings. Probably they 
have thought all along that the trouble 
would blow over, and therefore were in no 
hurry to rush the enlistment lines. : 

Or they may be devoting the interval to 
the settlement of necessary business af- 
fairs; or devising ways and means for 
the government to manage the Mexican 
campaign, just as they may have told it— 
from a safe distance—on many occasions, 
“how to run the country.” 

They are bound to show up in the time 
of their country’s peril. Give ’em a chance! 

In the meantime, there has been evi- 
dence of real patriotism everywhere. If 
many who applied for service had not been 
turned down for one cause or another, the 
militia of all the states would have had its 
full complement almost immediately. 

Give the war-wishers a further oppor- 
tunity to make good. 

Perhaps they’re off somewhere, looking 
for regiments to command! 


THE PATRIOTIC VOICE. 


Canada has made such sacrifices for the 
war, in the bravery and blood of her best 
sons, that she is entitled to speak with 
authority as to the sentiment and unwaver- 
ing determination of her people to scorn all 
inconclusive peace settlement and fight on 
to whatever end there may be to it all.

After thoroughly expluining the habits of 
the hickory shad, the bill was passed by a 
unanimous vote.

COMPULSORY EDUCATION IS URGED 
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IN MEASURE INTRODUCED IN HOUSE \j 


Representatives John B. Hutcheson, of 
Turner county, and S. A. Nunn, of Houston, 
have prepared a compulsory school attend- 
ance bill, which they will offer in the pres- 
ent session of the general assenybly as a sub- 
stitute for the bill which was introduced by 
them at the last session and which is now 
on the calendar with a favorable committee 
report. 

The new bill is more comprehensive than 
the pending bill, and its provisions contain 
many advantageous features not contained in 
the old bill. The revised bill has the approv- 
al of Superintendent of Education M. L. Brit- 
tain, and it is expected that this bill will re- 
ceive the general support accorded the ,ola 
bill. 

Provisions of Act. 

The substitute'bill has the following pro- 
visions: 

That each parent, guardian or other per- 
son shall cause the children under his charge 
who are between the ages of 8 and 14, in- 
clusive, to attend school during at least-three 
ygonths of each year. 

This act shall not apply (1) if the child is 
caught for the same length of time in a pri- 
vate school approved by the county school 
superintendent or local school board, subject 
to appeal to the state school superintendent. 
(2) If the child is actually necessary to the 
support of the mother or invalid father. (3) 
If the child has completed the fourth grade 
of school work. (4) If the mental or physi- 
cal condition of the child renders it imprac- 
tical. or inexpedient as shown by a physi- 
cian’s certificate. (5) Where the child is ex- 
cused by the board of education because of 
pressing need for agricultural labor. (6) Ina- 


bility to secure necessary clothing or such 
other cases as may be deemed reasonable by 
the board. 

In cases where a person who has charge 
of children between the ages requiring com- 
pulsory school attendance, who are from 
poverty unable to furnish the necessary 
school books, the same shall be furnished by 
the school board of the county or municipal- 
ity of its residence out of the school funds 
appropriated to said county, title to said 
books to remain in the board. 

Once in every two vears in each school 
district a census shall be made of all children 
between 6 and 14 years of age. 

Duties of Superintendent. 

It shall be the duty of the county school 
superintendent to examine this 
and if any person having children under his 
charge is neglecting to keep such a child tn 
school the superintendent shall warn such a 
person, and if he fails then to send the child 
to school he shall be guilty of a misdemeanor 
and shall be fined not to exceed $5 for the 
first offense and not more than $10 for each 
subsequent offense, with the alternative of 
vorking upon the public roads of the county 
not to exceed five days for the first offense 
and ten davs for each subsequent offense. It 
shall be the duty of the county or local 
school boards to prosecute all offenders un- 
der this act. 

All fines imposed and collected under this 
act shall become a part of the school fund 
of the municipality or the county. 

The provisions of this act are to become 
operative on and after the first day of 
January, 1917. 


PASSAGE OF SCHOOL BOOK BILL 


PREDICTED BY SENATOR M’CRARY 


Undaunted by the defeat of his school book 
bill in the house two years ago, Senator C. R. 
McCrory, of the Thirteenth district, is enthu- 
siastic over the prospect of the passage of his 
bill which has been reported favorably by 
the public printing committee of the senate 
by substitute and is now on the senate Cal- 
endar. 

The original bill provided that all school 
books should be printed under the super- 
vision of the state board of education, but 
the substitute as recommended by School Su- 
perintendent M. Il. Brittain, provides that two 
new books shall be printed under the pro- 
visions of the bill as a test. The manuscript 
for one of these books is to be selected by 
the board and printed by the company sub- 
mitting the lowest competitive bid. Plates 
are to be obtained for the second from the 
printing companies and published under the 
supervision of the board. 

-Senator McCrory has all the data from 
states which have adopted the idea of pub- 
lishing books by the state, and claims the 
passage of his bill will save the state, as 
well as its children, thousands of dollars an- 
nually. 

A well-defined fight arose over Senator 
A. A. Lawrence's bill allowing Chatham coun- 
ty a longer time for the returning of tax as- 
sessments. The bill, while local in its na- 
ture, exempts Chatham from the strict opera- 
tion of the tax equalization act of 1913 and 
was passed by a vote of 27 to 13 after a 
strenuous debate. Senator Lawrence explain- 
ed that all he wanted was to give his county 
a little more time to return taxes. 

By a vote of 18 to 15 the senate passed 
the resolution of Senator John D. Walker, 
of the Twentieth, providing that when the 


senate adjourns today it shall not reconvene 
until 11 o'clock Monday morning. 

A series of bills which if passed will revo- 
lutionize the legislative department of our 
state government was reported favorably 
Thursday afternoon by the _ constitutional 
amendments committee of the senate without 
a dissenting vote. The members of the com- 
mittee believe these bills to be so tmportant 
that they. should be threshed out on the floor 
of the senate. 

Four of the bills reported upon were in- 
troduced by Senator Z. V. Peacock, of the 
Fourteenth district, and provide for changes 
in the constitution so as to create a four- 
year term for governor, but prohibiting him 
from standing for re-election: the institution 
of biennial rather than annual sessions of 
the legislature; each session to be limited to 
not more than sixty days; the per diem st!I- 
pend of the legislators to be increased from 
$4 to $6. 

Another bill looking to facilitation in 
handling legislative questions was that of 
Senator E. T. Moon, of the Thirty-seventh, 
which would relieve the legislature of the 
routine and detailed work of passing on all 
bills of a purely local nature. This function 
of the present legislature's task is proposed 
to be dispensed with by the superior court 
judges of the various counties. In this way 
Senator Moon thinks our law-making body 
would have more time to deal carefully with 
proposed laws of vital significance and at 
the same time loca! affairs could be conduct- 
ed much more rapidly and wisely by the su- 
perior court judges. This bill was reported 
favorably by a unanimous vote. 

The committee also reported favorably on 
the bill creating the proposed new county of 
Treutlen. 


HOUSE WILL CONTINUE AT WORK: E 
LONG VACATION PLAN IS BEATEN 


The preliminary details of the session of 
the general assembly having been disposed 
of at the first day’s deliberations, both the 
house and the senate got down to work yes- 
terday. Committees began work on the 
various bills assigned to them, disposing of 
them, debate began on pending general bills 
and several bills in the senate were passed. 

As further indication of its determina- 
tlon to continue working, the house turned 
down a resolution introduced to adjourn 
Friday until next Wednesday, in view of 
the fact that Tuesday is July 4, and a legal 
holiday. After some debate, the house, with 
the senate concurring, decided to come on 
back and work Monday. and will adjourn 
only over Saturday and Sunday. 

The assembly has accepted an 
to go to Macon on the Fourth. 

Bill On Last Reading. 

Debate in Thursday's session of the house 
on the general bill which seeks to enact the 
rules by which any party in the state shal!

Want Auditor's Report. 
RepresentativeW. W. Stark, of Jackson, 


introduced a resolution directing attention 
to the fact that at the last session the legis- 
lature provided for a special audit of the 
several state departments and state institu- 
tions, and that the report on that special 
audit had been completed. The resolution calls 
upon the governor to have copies of the au- 
ditor’s report sent to the desks of the mem- 
bers of the legislature so they can investi- 
gate it. The resolution was adopted. 

Among the general bills introduced in 
the house are several general measures of 
importance. 

Messrs. Arnold and Brown, of Clarke, have 
introduced a bill asking that a. special ap- 
propriation be made to the trustees of the 
University of Georgia of $40,000 to be used 
in proxiding a lighting plant on the campus 
of the university in Athens. The lights are 
now suy'plied from the general lighting sys- 
tem of the city, and the desire is to make 
that an independent equipment of the insti- 
tution. 

Mr. Yeomans, of Terrell, wants $100,000 
appropriated for improvement and develop- 
rent at the State Normal college at Athens. 
The Dill asks that this ‘be done in two special 
appropriations, to be made to the board of 
trustees of the university for use for the 
State Normal college. All of these megsures 
were referred to the appropriations com- 
mittee. 


Will Provide for Pensions. 


Mr. Dart, of Glynn county, introduced a 
special resolu@on asking for appropriations 
to take care of the unpaid part of the pen- 
sion list this year, and to guard against a 
shortage in the funds, as compared with the 
list next year. The resolution asks for $25,- 
000 to meet the unpaid portion of this year’s 
list and $225,000 additional for next year’s 
list. 

Representative Hutcheson, of Turner 
county, introduced a resolution providing for 
an appropriation of $1,000 with which to 
have copied in the war department in Wash- 
ington the rolls of Georgia companies of 
soldiers.

UPCHURCH IS HELD 
FOR FEDERAL JURY 
UNDER DRUGS ACT 


Unable to convince, United States 
Court Commissioner W. Colquitt Car- 
ter that he is simply a morphine addict 
and not a purveyor of narcotic drugs, 
Chatt.G. Upchurch, prior to April 20, 
engaged in the grocery business with 
his father, J. E. Upchurch, under the 
firm style of Upchurch & Son, at 640 
Gordon street, was held to the federal 
grand jury yesterday in $300 bond. 

A short time ago room 301, Arlington 
hotel, occupied temporarily by Up- 
church, was raided by Police Officers 
T. W. Clark and R. H. White, follow- 
ing investigation by city detectives and 
United States revenue officers, and a 
large quantity of opiates and drug 
users’ paraphernalia were found. Up- 
church subsequently was given a hear- 
ing before Recorder Johnson on a city 
charge, and dismissed, Upchurch al- 
leging he had taken the drug in pay- 
ment of debt and with no intention of 
selling it. The federal authorities im- 
mediately re-arrested him. 

At his hearing Thursday the govern- 
ment, represented by Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney W. Paul Carpenter, en- 
tered as an exhibit all of the “evidence” 
seized by the police, including about 
150 grains of morphine and cocaine, 
and presented a list of names of half 
a dozen Atlanta men whom the gov- 
ernment alleges are drug fiends and 
to whom it charges Upchurch furnished 
drugs. Upchurch, however, represent- 
ed by Attorney John Y. Smith, offered 
to bring any or all of them into court 
to testify in his behalf. 

Upchurch said that for six years he 
has been a morphine addict, using the 
drug hypodermically, and in quantities 
rangine from fifteen to twenty-five 
grains a day. Thus he explained the 
reason for his having the drug in such 
large quantities.

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OUTWEIGHED 35 POUNDS, 
DILLON DEFEATS MORAN 


Pittsburg Man Had Advantage 
in Only One Round of 
the Fight. 


New York, June 29.—Although out- 
weighed by fully 35 pounds and hav- 
ing a disadvantage of nearly six 
inches in height, Jack Dillon, the In- 
dianapolis light-heavyweight, cleverly 
outfought and outpointed Frank Mo- 
ran, the Pittsburg heavyweight, in 
nine rounds of a ten-round bout at the 
Federal league baseball grounds, 
Washington park, tonight. 

Moran’s weight was announced as 
204 pounds and Dillon’s 169. Dillon 
went on the scales in fighting togs, 
while Moran was stripped.

He 
drove Dillon to the ropes with left 
and right smashes to the head and 
body and took Dillon across the ring, 
pounding him with both hands work- 
ing at close range. Toward the end 
of this round Dillon made a fast ral- 


{ly, getting in his short arm work, but 


Moran sent two left hooks to the body 
and a right to the head. At the close 
of the round, which was the only one 
Moran could claim in the bout, he 
seemed to be exhausted from the_ef- 
forts he made in the peaoen ae rounds. 

Dillon rushed and smashed rights and 
lefts and uppercuts at-‘close quarters, 
one of his snappy jolts sending the 
blood flying from Mofan’s nose in the 
fourth round. During the next six 
rounds Dillon always had the upper 
hand, ducking Moran’s swings at times 
and then rushing to close quarters 
where he always landed three blows 
to Moran’s one. 

Moran tried frequently. to get over 
a right swing, but never could land it 
effectively, although several times he 
got in telling blows on the body with 
both left and right. At no stage from 
the end of the third round was Dillon 
in danger as he evaded Moran’s leads 
cleverly and Moran never appeared dan- 
gerous after Dillon had landed a left 
to the body and a right swing to the 
jaw which shook Moran up from toes 
to head. 

Moran tried desperately to land a 
punch in the tenth round and got Dil- 
lon on the ropes with swinging lefts 
and rights to the body, but Dillon came 
back at close range again and, with 
a right uppercut, cut Moran’s left eye, 
so the Pittsburger left the ring with 
a swollen nose and his left eye bleed- 
ing freely.

Local military men are of the opinion 
that an order received by Adjutant 
General J. Van Holt Nash yesterday 
will put a very effective “crimp” in 
further enlistments in Georgia's 
militia.

Leaders Refuse Offer and Take Strike Vote
